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THE COUKTETS CAPITAL CITY. 


A Truthful Account of the Expen- 


diture* uiul Improvements. 


Onr readers will remember the 


great ado made nbont corruption in- 
cident to the vast improvements in 
Washington since the war. Espe- 
cially fresh is the case of Shepherc 
in that connection—he whom the 
President nominated and th.e Senate 
refused to confirm near the close ol 
the last session. Grant's so-callec 
bnll-headedness was considered fair- 
ly tested on this occasion. He Lad 
failed to trace nny fraud to Shep- 
herd himself, and was determined to 
stand by him in -spite of the bound- 
ing press of the country. That he 
was right in his conclusions, we ver- 
ily believe, and the following article 
both descriptive of the new city and 
the means by which it was recon- 
structed, will be found interesting 
leading to every unprejudiced mind. 
It is from the Troy Times, edited by 
John M. Francis, ex-Minister to 
Greece: 


Governor Shepherd was a gentle- 


man of large wealth when he assumed 
the duties of the office of Governor 
of the District of Columbia. His 
wealth was the result of his own ge- 
nius and industry. It was acquired 
without a stain on bis character- 
without n suspicion cast upon his 
honor and integrity. A young man 
of great natural force of mind, of in 
domitable force of mind, and wonder 
ful enterprise, he saw the need of a 
vast system of public improvements 
in the National cnpitla. He con- 
ceived the plan of reformation and 
improvement upon n stupendous 
scale. He worked not only for this 
day and generation, but also for the 
far distant future. He saw a great 
empire rising up in the West, and he 
heard the clamor faintly borne over 
the western prairies for the removal 
of the national capital from the site 
selected by Washington to a point 
which, at the formation of our Gov- 
ernment, was not more than an un- 
broken wilderness. It was folly to 
s»y there was no danger of its remo- 
Tail. True, the people had spent 
many millions of dollars in the erec- 
tion of public buildings, but unless 
Washington could be made a magnifi- 
cent city; unless it could be adorned 
and beautified so as to make it the 
pride and boast of the American 
naart; unless it could be rendered 
healthful by the removal of the 
plague-spots and miasmatic swainps, 
the time would come, sooner or 
later, when the new seat of empire 
•wonld claim the capital, and have the 
power'to enforce the removal to the 
West, and posbibly beyond the Mis- 
sissippi. His duty was to enshrine 
Washington in the national heart, 
aiiil to do this n grand scheme of im- 
provement, of decoration and regon 
eration, had to be devised and carried 
out. The plan was too large nud 
magnificent, perhaps, and involved 
within too brief a period of time the 
expenditure of too vast a sum of 
money; but there was, nevertheless,, 
• grand idea in it, which properly 
worked out, was to secure the per- 
manency of the seat of government, 
and save to the people hundreds of 
thousands of 
dollars consequent 


upon its removal. 


Governor Shepherd undertook this 


work. Organization was, of course, 
necessary to carry out the enterprise, 
with the celerity he desired, and a 
great many other men had to be con- 
fided with important pecuniary and 
other trusts. Some of them like 
Class, proved unfaithful find dis- 
honest. There was more or less col- 
Insion between the engineers nnd 
contractors. 
Outside 
speculators 


dipped in the great enterprise, and 
gome shrewd, bad men in the district 
took a hand in the work, with a 
view of reaping reward without ser- 
rice. So there grew to be a good deal 
of irregularity in the operations of 
some of the men entrusted with offi- 
cial position, some instances of posi- 
tive corruption, dishonest measure- 
ments, and other transaction that can 
be characterized iu no other way 
than as downright robbery of the 
peojile. But. considering the mag- 
nitude of the undertaking, involving 
as it did the expenditure of millions 
of dollars, there was less of corrup- 
tion exhibited than has been known 
in carrying on improvements in other 
cities, though upon n scale so infe- 
rior as to be iiuw orthy of remark in 
connection with (he work at the capi- 
tal. 
Instance the New York Court 


House, costing more than nil tlie im- 
provements ut Washington—a low, 
squatty, dingy, ill-constrncted build- 
ing—mid at least four-fifths of iSs 
cost stolen outright by cormorant 
contractors nnd Democratic politi- 
cians of high and low degree. It is 
so of mobt of the public works, of 
New York—certainly of all the uu- 
tlei'-akings during the reign of Tweed. 
It is of so many of them in Phila- 
delphia, nnd to a modified extent of 
all improvements in Albany, and even 
in this city of Troy. That jobbery 
and speculation appear so conspicu- 
ously 111 the work done at the na- 
tional capital is not because they are 
greater m proportion to the sniuo 
species of dishonesty in other cities, 
but because the work was so stupen- 


dous and the money expended so 
great us to sink into comparative in- 
significance like improvements in 
other cities; and by the very vast- 
ness of the enterprise public atten- 
tion was attracted to the cry of cor- 
ruption raised. Yet this is the re- 
sult—all achieved in a little more 
than two years: Washington, _from 
being the most unhealthy city in the 
country, has been one of the health- 
iest; from being one of the most un- 
cleanly, and in its physical aspect and 
geography one of the most forbidding 
of American cities, it has been trans- 
formed as if by magic into a city 
whose streets are marvels of cleanli- 
ness, whose public squares delight 
the eye. whose appearance every- 
where is such as to charm the behol- 
der and gratify every sense of the 
beautiful. In the harmony of all its 
appointments it is unique and unap- 
proachable — a wonder in this New 
World, unsurpassed if equaled iu the 
Old. One item of this great work ol 
reformation embraced the building ol 
two hundred miles of sewers. 
In 


their construction the laws of the 
sanitary science have been observed, 
and one and all made a part of n 
grand plan to promote the- public 
health. The sickening Tiber, send- 
ing his fetid odors through the heart 
of the city, has been converted into a 
vast covered sewer — no trace of its 
existence to be seen— and the, low- 
lands are drained and purified. The 
Executive Mansion is no longer sub- 
ject to pestilential miasma of its sur- 
roundings. It is for the first tune 
since its erection a sanitary habitable 
mansion. Presidents Harrison and 
Taylor died there; Lincoln would 
have succumbed to his unheulthful- 
uess but for his daily rides to the 
Soldiers' Home, and the recnpora 
tion which he found there; his little 
son Willie died in the White House, 
and his favorite son Tad, shortly af- 
ter leaving it, ns also did Mrsi Fill- 
more. The testimony before the 
Committee of Congress showed that 
these sewers were all well construct- 
ed, though there had been some false 
measurements 
and corruption in 


that regard. 
In addition to the 


sewerage constructed, the grades of 
a great many of the streets in 
Washington and Georgetown wore 
changed for sanitary and other rea- 
sons. The public squares, so numer- 
ous at the capital, were ornamented 
and improved, the old dilapidated 
wooden fences replaced by iron in- 
closures, flower beds and grass plats 
laid out, nnd a portion of the plan of 
Washington himself adopted for the 
adornment of the city, but this was 
not all. One hundred and fifty miles 
of pavement were laid, and for the 
most part this work receives the ap- 
proval of all. It is true, some ex 
periments to determine the character 
of pavements were made, at a loss to 
the taxpayers, but the object being so 
apparent, no one save n chronic 
grumbler can cavil at an expenditure 
made solely in the interest of the 
general good. Washington to-day is 
revolutionized, nnd the capital of the 
Union is pre-eminently the hand- 
somest city in the United States, thus 
typifying the grandonr, the po\vi.r and 
the wealth of this great American 
people. 


All this was inspired and curried 


out by the genius of one man — Gov- 
ernor A. K, Shepherd. 
We know it 


is fashionable to traduce him just 
now: 
but the time is coming when he 


will be vindicati d before the world, 
and be assigned it place among the 
most worthy of American citizens. 
The cost of nil this work is some- 
thing over 810,000,000— S2,000,OUO 
less than it has cost to partially con- 
struct the New York Court-house! 
The criticism may, perhaps, be justly 
made that, although the improve 
ments were desirnblis nnd needed, the 
heaping tip of this enormous debt 
was too rapid, and has become tem- 
porarily burdensome ; but impartial 
liistory, condemning all the corrup- 
tion that has been and can be un- 
larthed, will, wo believe, vindicate 
Governor Shepherd from the charge 
of dishonest}-, 
and give him the 


need of prnise that is his clue. 
We 


lave read the testimony and facts 
developed by the investigation, as 
they have authentically appeared, 
and there is not the sligh'testevideiice 
to implicate Governor Shepherd in 
nny fraud whatever iu connection 
with his jrent enterprise nt the capi- 
nl. 
The one motive apparent for 
1 


lounding him down is the fact that 
le was supposed to be on terms of 
'riendly intimacy with President 
Srant, who it is known took great in- 
iCrest in the work in which he was 
;ngaged, nnd strongly approved of 
lie plans which the Governor hail 
jroposed for the improvement of the 
intionnl capital. In addition to this 
ibseuce of all testimony, inculpating 
TOvemor Shepherd, we may say that 
c extended to the committee every 
ncility to investigate his public and 
>rivnte acts nlike. He tendered his 
accounts and balance-sheets for years 
n-ior to his entrance into public life, 
o the committee for examination, 
aid ottered to prove to them that ev- 
ery dollar of his wealth was the re- 
iillt of lawful nnd legitimate business 
enterprise. 
This wns declined, on 


he ground flint there wns no cvi- 
Icnce of corruption on the part of 
he Governor, and such an imestiga- 
ion was therefore wholly tmucees-

ABOUT A POUTICAL HACHIHE. 


It is surmised that the proposed 


change in the city tire department 
•will render it more of a political ma-

•will best serve the political aims or 
ends of the few who pull the wires. Of 
course the proposition is open to that 
construction, but as we go along it 
may be well to bear in mind that the 
best that can be done with all such 
organizations will not prevail against 
a certain amount of private or politi- 
cal "connubiating," and that it must 
not be forgotten that the officers or 
men or both played a very objection- 
able part in the late local option elec- 
'ticra. We do not refer to their vot- 
ing; they should vote just as they 
please at all times, but their turning 
ant and celebrating a victory that 
caused enongh ill-feeling of itself, is 
something to bear in mintl. 
"The 


question before the school house" is 
not whether Smith, or Jones, or 
Brown, in the Council, have political 
aims or ends 
beyond the con- 


fines of that body, but the all- 
important question 
is—Shall we 


have an efficientfre department; one 
that will make the best possible use 
of the implements on the hands of 
the city for the preservation of pro- 
perty from fires. 


It is plain that there is too much 


"playing with fire" as the case 
stands; too much red tape, and that 
something must be done to remedy 
the defecis in the department. 
Here 


is the substance of it all in a nut- 
shell. A thorough fireman should 
stand to ward the community the same 
as janitor or night-watchman of a 
public building—subject to removal 
or even punishment* on tho shortest 
notice, in case of inefficiency or wil- 
ful neglect. There would seem to be 
checks and balances enough among 
the Mayor, members of the Council 
and Chief Engineer, to ensure a sat- 
isfactory department outside of all 
political manipulations. At all events, 
it is likely to be tried as a lost resort, 
and at an early day, and when 
weighed and found wanting, it will 
be time to pronounce against it.

.Overland Travel. 


The Central Pacific Eailroad Com- 


pany keeps a daily record of the over- 
land travel, which shows a much 
larger movement by railroad than 
•would be generally suspected. In 
1872 there were 21,645 from San 
Francisco to Ogden, and 30,040 from 
Ogden to San'Francisco—making the 
total number of through passengers 
55,685. The same year 205,247 way 
passengers traveled eastward, nnd 
i)G7 901 traveled westward, and in 
addition to these. 2,415,141 passen- 
gers passed over the Oakland Ferry. 
In 1873 there were 23,486 through 
passengers for the East, and 44,370 
for the AVest. The total number of 
way passengers was 590,399, and 
•i2 <l'21,l)7C others crossed the Oakland 


About three o'clock this morning 


the town was aroused by the ring of 
the alarm bell at the City Hall, and 
very soon, afterwards hundreds of 
people gathered 
around 
what is 


known as Canning's block, bounded 
by 
Broadway 
and 
Washington, 


Twelfth and Thirteenth streets. The 
object of attraction being afire of 
burning buildings, the light of which 
was of first-class proportions'. 


Seth B. Maloon owned a feed and 


sale stable fronting on Twelfth street, 
about midway of the block. It was 
well filled with grain and hay. There 
was also a place for a tearn.whichwas 
occupied by two horses. There were 
two buggies and a truck wagon on 
the premises. 


Adjoining this building, was the 


residence of Mr. E. Bushell, a paint- 
er. In the rear of the stable, and 
facing on Thirteenth street, were two 
cottages owned by Jas. Canning— 
that one nearest the brick block, 
being the residence of Mr. C., and the 
other that of Mr. Eice, of the firm of 
liice & White in the City Market. 


By the time the crowd gathered 


and the firemen were ready to use 
their implements, all these buildings 
were more or less enveloped in flames, 
The fire originated in the feed store, 
aud that structure was completely 
destroyed. A considerable quantity 
of the hay and barley is left in a 
charred aud wet mass on the ground. 
The two horses were burned to death. 
Buggies and wagon burned. 
There 


was a safe in tlie'office of the stable, 
the contents of which were very 
much wet, but none of the papers 
were burned. 
The property was in- 


sured for §1,200—$700 in the Home 
Mutual of San Francisco, S200inthe 
Home of New York, and S300 in at- 
other company, the name of which 
we did not learn. 
Maloou's loss is 


estimated at $2,500. 


Mr. Bushell's residence was next 


on the list—the building being pro.c- 
ticitlly burned to a cinder. A por- 
tion of the furniture was carried out 
and saved in good shape, but the 
rest was totally burned up. The oc- 
cupants of the house at the time of 
the discovery of the fire, were all 
very sound asleep, except a Miss 
Holmes. 
She 
wns sleeping up- 


stairs, and was awakened by the 
crackling noise of the flames a few 
feet nway. Mr. Taylor, a clerk in 
O'Brien's store and Geo. Snow, were 
also in the 
up-stairs 
apartment. 


Miss Holmes and Taylor lost many 
things of value-rTaylor all he had. 
Miss H. had papers of particular 
value, that were lost. But they con- 
sider themselves lucky to get out 
alive. Bnshell's paint-shop along- 
side of the house, was roughly han- 
dled, and was also charred some. He 
was insured for $1.500 in the Home 
Investment (Col. Carrique, agent). 
His loss is put down at $2,500. He 
had but lately purchased the place, 
aud it goes very hard with him. 


The residence of Pries was dam- 


aged in the rear to the amount of 
S350;it was insured for SI,000 in 
the Coninereial Union Co. 
The 


house occupied by Canning was also 
insured; the damage in the rear of it 
amounts to say $150. 


The fences and wooden partition 


work in the rear of the Canning block 
proper, were of course more or less 
damaged by <ire, ancl the water w:is 
flung about freely. 
Jt is safe to say 


that the fire department saved this 
block from destruction. 


The furniture of the two cottages 


in the rear of the stable was carried 
out or the greater portion of it, aud 
sustained the usual shaking up inci- 
dent to such scenes. 


No blame can attach to the fire de- 


partment as nt present organized, for 
not being on the ground sooner. The 
alarm was distressingly tnuly in this 
case. We believe it was first sounded 
by some stray citizen who happened 
to have a policeman's whistle in his 
pocket, and finally it reached the bell 
in the City Hall. 


Felton engine was stationed at the 


corner of Thirteenth and Broadway— 
Phenix at the Twelfth-streetcrossmg. 
Both worked nicely—Felton having 
two streams on the flames at one 
time. Eelief Hook and Ladder boys 
were on the ground and performed a 
share of the labor necessary to con- 
trol the flames. 


As nearly as we can ascertain, the 


poor horses might have been saved 
but for the thoughtlessness, to call it 
by no harsher name, of the parties 
present at the earlier stage of the 
fire. Precious moments were lost iu 
trying to open a lock with a key, 
when the obstruction coiald have 
been battered down and the animals 
saved. But perhaps it is as well to 
be quite thankful that no other lives 
were lost. 
During the burning of the stables 


an explosion was heard, an if a kef 
of powder or the like had been stowec 
away there, and the fact that the olc 
cannon had found shelter oil the 
premises, makes it look as though 
the stable might have contained the 
cause of that loud report. 


How the fire originated, no one 


seems to know at present. If there 
were any one in the stable during that 
time of night, he was either an in- 


cendiary by accident or design. It is 
not likely that the place took fire 
Torn spontaneous combustion, though 
we have heard pf cases wliere green 
iay heated and set fire to buildings. 
This is the fifth time the .public has 
aeen drawn to that block by fire 
alarm. 


A plausible theory in this case is, 


:hat some drunken fellow went into 
the stable to sleep, and accidentally 
caused th« conflagration. But on 
second thought, Oakland whisky has 
aeen so well watered of late that it 
would not burn to speak of. 
Suffice 


it then, some thousands worth of 
property i« destroyed, several persons 
;umed out of house and home aud— 
:he world continues to wag.
